(v) To advise industry on technolo^cal inputs which 
would improve productivi'y, quality and reliability 
of products or services and reduce costs, safety, 
pollution and Hazard Control systems in areas 
relevant to Department; 

(vi) To recommend, where possible, specific simpott 
for scientific research and technology develof^nt 
to institutions or to Investigators; and 

(vii) To examine any other matter rela'ed 'o Science 
and T^hnology which _ may be referred to the 
Committee by the Ministiy/DepartmeDt and pro¬ 
vide advice, 

5. The Committee may, if necessary, get studied any 
■p-dfic arras of inheres' by requisitioning studies or by 
appointing speclal'sed groups. 

6. The Committee will be a permanent body and will 
meet twice or more a year for one or two days at a time. 

7. Secretarial Assistance to the Committee will be pro¬ 
vided "by the Department of Fertnizers. 

8. No remuneration will bo paid to the members of the 
Committee. Howver, expenditure on TA (DA of the non- 
offlcinl members will be bo'^ne by Government of India. 
TA/DA of Government officials (representatives of Central 
public secto' nndertafciilgs w'11 be paid by the concerned 
Department/public sector undertaking,
